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A typical method for coupling a pumping cartridge to a reusable pump drive 
comprises providing a pump drive system of a piston and cylinder type, attaching a 
piston to a motor through a driveshaft, and attaching a check valve to a piston for 
inhibiting reverse flow. 

The claimed subject matter is allowed because the prior art fails to teach a 
method for reversibly coupling a pumping cartridge to a reusable pump drive system, 
comprising first and second pumping cartridge retaining components configured and 
positioned to engage to a first portion and second portion respectively of the cartridge. 

The two cartridge retaining components allow the cartridge to be locked into two 
different positions, which will prevent or reduce irreversible deformation of the piston 
member during storage, and provide an easy method for positioning the piston.
